Terminal Disclaimer 

The terminal disclaimers filed on November 25, 2008 disclaiming the terminal 
portion of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the 
expiration date of US Patents 7,31 1 ,398 and 7,245,439 have been reviewed and is 
accepted.

The prior art does not teach or suggest variable focus lens having at least one 
variable power lens, where the lens has a transparent rear wall, a transparent front wall, 
a cavity formed between the transparent front wall and the transparent rear wall, first 
and second immiscible fluids of differing refractive index contained within the cavity, and 
electrodes to which a potential difference may be applied to change a contact angle 
between an interface layer of the two fluids and the front wall of the lens (independent 
claims 14). Also, the prior art does not teach or suggest variable focus spectacles 
having a spectacle frame and at least one variable power lens, where the lens has a 
transparent rear wall, a transparent front wall, a cavity formed between the transparent 
front wall and the transparent rear wall, first and second immiscible fluids of differing 
refractive index contained within the cavity, and electrodes to which a potential 
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difference may be applied to change a contact angle between an interface layer of the 
two fluids and the front wall of the lens (independent claims 1 ).
